In this life if we ask the first we 
meet for advice, we are almost sure 
to get into trouble. And when we 
accept counsel from a visitor sim- 
ply because he is a spirit, we incur 
danger. He may be all right. He 
may also be all wrong. We cannot 
even see if he is the same spirit who 
talked to us before. We are blind 
to his side of life, and thus liable to 
be fooled, and in scme cases ob- 
sessed. This is a side to spirit re- 
turn that few thiak of, or even care 
about, for it is those who are most 
sensitive who become the vietims. 

Let us remember the spirit we 
are endeavoring to attract may have 
grown away from earth vibrations. 
If so, by a great effort, he may find 
his way back, and give proof of his 
presence. But the next time you 
welcome him it is perhaps someone 
else who is playing the part. The 
medium may know nothing of the 
change, but you are the victim of 
fraud All the same. The writer knew 
of a spirit sister who visited her 
brothereonce, and for three months 
was unaware she was being greeted 
from that cabinet twice a week. 
There was trouble when she found 
if out. 

It will not do for us to throw the 
blame on the cabinet controls. They 
have no directory in which they 
can look vp the name and residence 
of a spirit visitor to their seance, 
much less can they play detective 
for your benefit. If they kindly 
assist a spirit to return because he 
clajms to be your friend or loved 
one, and if you accept that spirit as 
% he purports to be, the cabinet

hie wisdium for your benefit. 

Such risks inhere to all spirit phe- 
nomena. It is useless to say your 
motive is pure and God or good 
angels should protect you. They 
don’t protect you from poison at an 
ice cream festival, if ice or cream be 
impure, and family prayers for pro- 
tection wont guard you from 
poisoning if the mushrooms are not 
what they appear toc be. 

In every phase of spirit return 
you take risks from which there is 
and can be no protection. When 
spirit return has convinced you of 
your own immortality it has done 
for you all that is really capable of 
reasonable proof. The rest, and 
and there is much of it, is an indi- 
vidual matter of belief, and often of 
enjoyment. Throuch a good me- 
dium you may for years find a lov- 
ing atmosphere, and soul growth. 
You may talk to your loved ones 
and find life much the happier for 
the communion. 

Your trouble begins when you 
visit another medium, and again 
call for spirit wisdom and teaching. 
Take the most prominent and best 
known sensitives such, for instance, 
as Andrew Jackson and Hudson 
Tuttle.

We do not know our own powers, 
how then shall we comprehend 
those of the spirit who comes and 
goes? We do know that the spe- 
cial power of cne medium may give 
us reasonable belief of the return of 
our loved one, to bring us greeting 
and love. But it is not, and can 
not, in most cases, become a scien- 
tific fact. It is really our owna 
spirit sense, unrecognized by Si- 
ence, which compels our belief. 
But we cannot afford to cast loose. 

Still we have the best there is of- 
fered when we use a medium whose 
honesty has been scientifically ap- 
proved. But each of us, if we can, 
by patient struggle, break through 
the barrier, is at once in a ro 
land.“ for the limit of our own pow- 
ers is so unknown that we are sure 
to be often attributing to spirit 
source that which really is born of 
earth life. 

In a sense every phase of medium- 
ship is a materializat ion, for com- 
munication must be by a materiel- 
ized spirit thought, outreaching in- 
to the physical brain of a mortal. 
And very many such suppowed 
thoughts begin and end m mortal 
life. The very attempt at commu 
nication is fascinating, but often 
dangerous, especially to the sens- 
itive. When that medium was 
seated in the cabinet prepared jor 
him, we had forms apppear that 
could not have been produced by 
him. That we count as proved. 
But the reader should now see that 
was but one little step out into the 
unknown, and that, without perpet-

It is better to believe too little 
rather than tco much when we ad- 
vance into regions wherein the most 
careful scientists can find no foot- 
hold. The writer belives absolutely 
in spirit return and his own immor- 
tality, but the fairy tales of spirit 
life told through mortal brain are 
for the most part, to him, but vis- 
its from Santa Claus to earth child- 
ren and befogged mortals. Tests 
are plentiful enough through every 
genuine medium for such a phase, 
but they can only be tests based 
on our earth life and our morta! ex- 
periences. The mistake comes when 
we say or think that because the 
tests was true the teaching about 
spirit life comes to us as unadulter- 
ated truth. 

The mcrtal who follows spirit ad- 
vice in his daily life surely comes to 
grief, sooner or later. It is equally 
true that the mortal who believes 
everything he hears through me- 
dium lips, or cabinet form, will pres- 
ently outrun reason, and profess 
faith in the impossible and the ab- 
surd.

The 
gent one is not a whit too trans- 

neental for this age, and the aver- 
ae citizen needs EVERY new truth 
tiat can be added to it for persona! 
moral application, 

10 use this revelation for venial 
purposes is as much in discord with 
at ure as toemploy love asa means 
f deception. The owner of the gift 
is as dependent on the truth be- 


hind the phenomena for salvation 
as the investigutor is; and where 


‘he two concur to seek material in 
piace of spiritual wealth, both meet 
with the same obstruction. 

(of course, we get what we seek in 
direct spirit communion, but not ali 
that we get is spiritual., Mind con- 
trols matter so far as our aural sur- 
rounding, are concerned ; and who 
seeks the carnal, material or selfish, 
wt: find logical reasons for indulg- 
ing his desires - the whole terminat- 
nmg ON every Occasion in a delusion, 
a snare or a lesson that teaches 
sctpething more impressive than is 
"sally conveyed via lecture or even 
oratory. 

Such is the effect of employing 
mediumship in unspiritual affairs or 
thet which can be done by man 
himself—whether through his own 
‘sedinuraship or others’. Personal 
efect of going right or wrong is 
based on one of the metaphveical 
truths in Modern Spiritualism. 

Thought and feeling in combina- 
cut) constitutes the will, and the 
vs'l is free to direct for good or 
evil: for spiritual or unspiritual 
vibrations, deeds or intentions. Ei- 
ther one carried into effect creates 
„au of being, which in turn gev- 
ery for like effects according te the 
turce of the law. If good or spirit- 
uala virtue has been founded. If 
the reverse it may prove a bad 
wait, a passion ora selfish scheme, 
whieh prompts for continued action 
araindguizence.  Partaking ot the 
hehest reason thatthe individua! is 
conable of exercising. it, of ceurse, 
seems right anel just to him in ali its 
‘rnanifestions. If it be a matter of in- 
stice, revenge or iniquity, he will 
e! itt: Self as justified in his act ons 
as the recipient of a higher truth 
concerning it feels himself justiticd 
iy. revealingit, or Of warning against 
wan evi consequences of any of the 
Morensmed. 

To take revenge, for example, we 
must suſter the same without retali— 
ation to neutralize the discordant 
iorce or Jaw it creates. In like 
manner injustice must be neutral- 
ized by bearing the same from ther 
sources as an equivalent. Passions 
are neutrahzed by abnegation when 
the force calls or tempts for indul- 
gence. 

So the “uttermost farthing’ is paid 
on a scientific basis, and who studies 
Spiritualism rightly will find arem- 
dy in it for every evil in humanity 


t 
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and a reason for the sufferings under- 
gone. Knowing the cause is in it- 
self comforting and having the rem- 
edy is the long sought-for need. 

But like every new revelation, it 
has its false prophets and pharasees 
as well as wrong-headed believers— 
men who mistake the shadow for the 
substance and who seek a material 
or an earthly heaven in it. Even 
among its mediums are incompe- 
tents—men and women who .don’t 
know how to utilize it, who don’t 
know the difference between spirit 
control and their own mental opera- 
tions, who don’t know that they are 
unfit to represent the Cause public- 
ly —especially among the mental 
mediums, who lack the necessary 
education to distinguish sense from 
nonsense coming through them in- 
spirationally. Sometimes the spirit 
is at fault (like his medium) in be- 
lieving himself capable of doing 
what is not in him. 

Here is a sample of poetry as ac- 
tually inspired or dictated by a 
spirit to a medium who knew what 
poetry was. Instead of hurrying it 
on to some publisher he invited the 
author to revise it, but the latter 
had got to the end of his tether and 
could do nothing more with it. It 
reads as given: 


When I fee! the touch of a loving 
hand, 
My soul wafts upward to the sky, 
nd sense therin from heavenly land 
Sweet nature's blessings from on high 


What more can mortal man expect, 
Wh se forces wafts to us below— 
We can but sav oh God be thanked, 
From whoir these sweetest blessings 
flow. 


Those who are deficient in gram- 
mar would probably consider this 
praisewort hy- notably because in- 
spirational. But its sense is im- 
perfect-its logic muddled. Its only 
redeeming feature is its perfect ver- 
sification. But that doesn't make 
poetrv. Withcut synthesis the best 
versification is mere jingle. And as 
no medium (without a knowledge of 
grammar can make a spirit speak 
correctly, no medium without a po- 
etical vein or some knowledge of the 

wes of poetry can make a poet dic- 
tate good poetry : and when the 
medium lacks both the effect is pu- 
erile nonsense. 

Now, the aforenamed jingle, while 
it exemplitied a scholarly mediums 
ship it also exemplified one of two 


inferences--eithcer the medium had 
no poeticai genius or the spirit was 
no poet. But as the medium un- 
derstood grammar and the rules of 
poetry the spirit could express him- 
self up to the medium's standard. 

With a little egotism behind this 
lack of seli-knowledge—the me- 
dium would have psychologized him- 
self into the belief that this was in- 
spired by some great poet, and his 
favorite, being uppermost in his 
mind, would have been attached as 
a sequence of the inspiration. 

Mind rules in this very subtle gift 
and what it believes becomes its law 
for the moment. Therefore the ab- 
solute necessity of self-knowledge in 
connection with it; for only through 
perfect knowledge of ones capabili- 
tics and moral status can an inspi- 
rational medium become self-center- 
ed enough to know the difference 
between truth and error in spirit 
communion or to know when he is 
deceiving himself; and self-decep- 
tien constitutes obsession. 

(Isn't it time to have an educa- 
ted mediumship ?—Ed.) 


What mediumship should be might 
be inferred from the following mes- 
save of a mother to her son : 


“Oh, my dear son! How rejoiced 
I am to be abie to impress my thot’s 
upon you. It seems like reflecting 
them in a mirror—so accurately are 
they portrayed—-and then to note 
them being absorbed by you and 
comprehended as though spoken by 
the tongue in earth life! Medium- 
ship is a beautiful gift! Would that 
ail sons and daughters could be as 
conscious of their spirit mother’s 
words of advice and comfort. The 
fact is so beautifully grand that I 
stand in awe at its possibility——vea, 
almost in fear of making mistakes ; 
for, as | think, the effects thereof 
on your soul's mirror stare at me 
and startle me by their instanta- 
neity. I imagine I am facing the 
canvas of a vitascope reflecting my 
own personality for my especial 
benefit. But as my thoughts van- 
ish into your soul and I see your 
countenance illumine with intelli- 
gent comprehension of their purport 
my heart pulsates in gratification 
and gratitude at such beneficence. 
But when | impress my love upon 
you, and I sense responsive motion 
from your own sweet heart, my 
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happiness is complete; fo where 
hearts unite and soul touc es soul, 
there is heaven.” 

As the infiuence accompar ving in- 
spirations prove their ver y when 
coming from from a purely piritual 
aource the touch of rovi in this 
message verifies it as such —i the test 
of genuinness, besides decl ring for 
perfect mediumship—if but for that 
moment. But what can be accom- 
plished once is reproducti\ under 
like favorable conditions ; and no 
meédium should accept any ning ex- 
cept when conditions ARE ri ht the 
latter bejng learned thro: gh self- 
stacy in connection with a study of 
spiritual influences (as p: nted in 
last issue under the capt on “Do 
Spirits Willfully Deceive? 4 

Those who have follow up the 
lessons under this head she ud know 
by now what constitutes spiritual 
development ; for un that depends 
pesfect mediumship, whi) on the 
latter depends a rational and ac- 
cepted Spiritualism. 

Mediums who declare hat their 
controls will not allow then tostudy 
are deceiving themselves Mental 
indolence is likely the r al cause, 
and the control of this sp ~it of in- 
dolence concurs in the wis or desire 
to remain in that sweet egativity 
of being kept in motion b: the spirit 
world. That is all very ~ell while 
here. But without perso: al mental 
exertion the medium will e follow- 
ed by that same tired eling“ in 
spirit, having reaped wha has been 
sowed in the mortal. ä 

If not applied for pers ial spirit- 
ual development in conn: tion with 
its regular mission medit nship will 
terminate in a sort of ad: otship for 
occult manifestations of low caste 
and a marvellous fount í r nonsen- 
sical inspiration; while Si ritualism. 
its adjunct. will become a sort of 
shrine for devotecs with tt inclina- 
tion or aspiration for the moral or 
feligious principle involv: | in it.

Woman's Progress Ha: Changed the 
Face of America: Society. 

The New York Sun, i extendińg its 

congratulations to the cl bwomen, says: 

“The clubwoman has ood reason for 

exultation over the pr ress made by 

women in every direct oin during the 


last half century. Thi: movement be- 


gan when a few wome: among whom 
the late Elizabeth Cad Stanton was 
most prominent, held ti - first woman's 
rights convention at S ueca Falls, N. 
I., in July, 1848. It vas a bumble 
beginning, amid gene: i} derision, in 
which women themsel ‘s participated 
almost unanimously. ye since then leg- 
islation concerning We ven and thelr 
personal and property 1 sbts has under- 
gone u complete revo! tion and their 
attitude toward social and industrial 
life has thanged radi: ly. The few 
women on the stage at lie Seneca Falls 
convention were ridicu! d and lampoon- 
ed as unsexed monste: . Now women 
are frequent speakers it public meet- 
ings. They have ent red into every 
learned profession and into almost ev- 
ery industry, even i to some from 
which they would see: to be debarred 
by physical weakness. 

“When the first wor an’s rights con- 
vention was held in +48 the employ- 
ment of women was most wholiy as 
domestic servants anc as schoolteach- 
ers. The Seneca Fa i convention of 
1848 protested, amid eneral derision, 
against the exclusion of women from 
‘nearly all profitable « uployments’ and 
agalnst ‘the scanty 1: muneration she 
receives from those si is permltted to 
follow.“ All colleges re closed against 
her,’ said this famou protest. all the 
avenues to wealth an, distinction,’ and 
the accusation was fi -tified.
